Tbe gas company will be asked to Uvc 
up to the terras of its franchise or- 
dinance, which, provides that sas siiall 
be furnished free to all borough and 
school buildings, providing they are 
situated on. streets along which the 
Uces of the company have been run 
and that connections to the buildings 
be made at the expense of the borough 
or School Board.
